as was performed at Portland in 1868 and 
1369. Indeed, the Trustees could not have 
the use Norembega Hall uatil Saturday pre- 
vious to the opening of the Fair Tuesday, thus 
affording but two days in which to arrange the 
tables and prepare the hall for the reception of 
articles.

lt is worthy of notice that the good will 
and sympathy of exhibitors and the public 
have been expressed toward the society ina 
manner that brings with it peculiar gratifica- 
tion and hope. Leading exhibitors have ex- 
pressed their purpose to relinquish all claim to 
the premiums awarded them, in which list are 
such names as Gen. W.S. Tilton and Mr. E. 
L. Noreross of this city, Dr. 8. H. Tewksbury 
of Portland, Seward Dill, Esq. of Phillips, 
Jobn Morrison, Esq. of Corinth, and Hebron 
Luce of Bangor. Ina very gentlemanly note 
from Gen. ‘Tilton, informing the society 
of his action in this particular, he says: ‘*This 
is done in view of the drawbacks encountered 
in your otherwise very successful exhibition, 

and as a slight encouragement to the officers to 
continue a work so fraught with public good.”’ 
And when gentlemen of such high business char- 
acter and financial standing as Col. Geo. W. 
Stauley of this city, and John Morrison, Esq., 

of Corinth, say to the officers of the society: 

‘Gentlemen, if you have need of any assist- 
ance in money matters our names are at your 
service;’’ we think there is no cause for dis- 

couragement or despondency. 

The exhibition attracted a large number of 

visitors from abroad. Prominent farmers and 

gentlemen interested in agriculture were pres- 

ent from distant points, and from the Province 

of New Branswick alone, more than two hun- 

dred gentlemen were present. Among these 

were the officers of the New Brunswick Board 

of Agriculture, and several prominent gentle- 

men from St. John, Fredericktoa and other 

parts. 

Upon those officers of the Fair which de- 

volved the hard work necessary to carrying 
out the daily programme, rests great credit for 

tKeir efficiency and promptness. To the Pres- 

ident of the Society, Hon. Samuel Wasson— 
whose long experience as a Trustee of the So- 

ciety has well fitted him to be its chief execu- 

tive officer—too much praise can hardly be 

awarded. Always efficient, gentlemanly and 

prompt, he has devoted his time for months to 
perfecting the machinery of the Fair, and that 
it run so smoothly was owing to the well ma- 
tured system conceived by him, and to his per- 
sonal oversight exercised in the different de- 
partments of the exuibition. 

A very pleasant : ccasion occurred during the 
last evening of th Fair. The officers of the 
suciety and a few .riends were invited to a pri- 
vate reception given by the members of the 
Bangor Horticultural Society, in the rooms of 
the city council, which vas presided over by 

His Honor J. S. Wheelright, Mayor. The ta- 
{bles were loaded with luscious fruit of the 
most tempting kinds, and graced with bouquets 

of the most delicate conception. After a lit- 
tle time spent in social and friemdly eonversa- 
tion, each officer of the society was presented 
with a beautiful bouquet, in behalf of the 
Bangor Horticultural Society—from the gar- 
den of Benj. A. Burr, the President of the se- 
ciety—to which brief and appropriate re- 
sponses were made. The occasion was a most 
enjoyable one to all present, our only regret 
being that pressing duties prevented us from 
accepting the very kind invitation to be pres- 
ent. For the very beautiful bouquet which 
found its way to our room, we however beg to 
return our sincere thanks. 

We do not feel authorized to make any state- 
ment in regard to the future course of the so- 
ciety, but feel satisfied that when it is an- 
nounced by the Trustees, it will be such as 
will receive the unqualified approval of every 
exhibitor and friend of agriculture in the 
State. A meeting of the Board of Trustees 
will be immediately called to take this sub- 


ject into consideration.

For the Maine Farmer, 
Cooking Food for Stock.---No. 2. 


There have been more experiments conduct- 
ed with a view to ascertain the comparative 
values of cooked and uncooked food when fed 
to swine, than there have when fed to cattle 
and horses. In the feeding of grain to pigs 
there are many careful experiments on record, 
conducted with a view to ascertain the compar- 
ative values of cooked and uncooked food when 
fed to animals of that description. Among 
the large number consulted, with a single ex- 
ception, they ail show a greatly increased value 
to the food, derived from cooking, as was 
abundantly proved by the incroased growth 
and thrift of the pigs to which it was fed. 
I'he exception alluded to was an experiment 
conducted by Mr. Johnson, at our State Indus- 
trial College, in feeding meal. The conclusion 
arrived at by this trial was, that cooking the 
meal did not pay. This single trial, even it 
carefully conducted, does not disprove the 
multiplicity of testimony en the other side. 
lt is hoped that it may be repeated, to learn if 
the result would be the same on another trial. 
A few only of the many experiments on re- 
cord will be here copied, from the fact that the 
dbject of these articles is to bring before your 
readers mainly the cooking of food, hay, straw, 
&ec., for cattke and horses. 
Hon. George Geddes of New York, as relia- 
ble authority as we have in the country, said 
in a discussion at the New Yok State Fair, 
that two bushels of raw corn meal wet in cold 
water and fed to pigs, would feed uo longer nor 
make any more gain than one bushel of the 
same when thoroughly cooked and fed. By 
cooking the bulk is doubled and the feeding 
value is doubled. 
S. H. Clay of Kentucky, fed two pigs four 
hundred and five pounds of raw corn in thirty 
days, and they gained forty-two pounds; while 
two other pigs were fed two hundred and sey- 
enty pounds of cooked meal in the same time 
and gained eighty pounds. At the same rate 
four hundred and five pounds of meal cooked 
would have fed the two forty-five days, and 
would have made a gain of one hundred and 
twenty pounds. The food was then removed 
—those having been fed on corn were changed 
to cooked meal, and those fed on meal were 
changed to corn; and the results proved very 
nearly the same as before. A bushel of raw 
corn made five and three fourths pounds of 
pork, while a bushel of meal cooked made sev- 
enteen and oné-half pounds. 
James Buckingham, in a communication to 
the Prairie Farmer, says he ‘‘put three hogs 
into as many separate pens. One ate three 
and a half bnshels of corn in the ear in nine 
days, and gained nineteen pounds; another ate 
in the same time one and three-quarter oush- 
els meal, and gained nineteen pounds; the 
third ate in the same time one bushel cooked 
meal, and gained twenty-two pounds.” 
The Shakers of Lebanon, N. Y., say they 
consider three busheis of meal cooked equal to 
four uncooked. Vegetables, also, especially 
potatoes, are of much greater value as food for 
pigs when cooked than if fed raw. Harris, in 
his recent work on the pig, says: ‘‘We have 
never known any une who has tried steaming 
or boiling, with even ordinary convenience, 
that was not perfect.y satisfied that it was 
more profitable than to feed raw.’’ Indeed, 
this isa question which might, perhaps, be 
safely said to need no further rroof, for exper- 
iments almost without number are being tried 
every year here among our neighbors, which, 
though not sufficiently accurate to be put on 
record, are nevertheless proof positive to those 
who try them that cooked food is of much 
greater value than raw. 
This increased value of cooked over raw food 
is not confined to its use as food for pigs. The 
experience of all common farmers has proved 
to their own satisfaction that the same kinds 
of food are greatly increased in value by cook- 
ing when fed to neat stock, as well as to pigs; 
and the experiments which have been careful- 
ly conducted and recorded, as will be seen 
hereafter, prove the conclusions correct. In 
proof of the statement that grain and roots 
are greatly increased in value as food fur stock 
of all kinds by being thoroughly cooked, we 
thus have the almost unanimous opinion of all 
feeders. But on the main question under con- 
sideration—that of cooking dry hay, straw, 
corn fodder, &c.—experiments are limited in 
number, and we have a smaller amount of tes- 
timony in support of the practice; although 
the number who are practising it at the pre- 
sent time is much greater than those who are 
not familiar with the subject would suppose. 
The practice, too, is greatly on the increase. 
Among those who have practiced mp 
food for stock, familiarly known to the read- 
ing farmer, may be mentioned E. W. Stewart, 
North Evans, N. Y., H.S. Collins, Collinsville, 
Conn,, William Birniey Springfield, Mass., 
George A. Moore, Buffalo, N. Y., S. M. and 
Wells, Wethersfield, Conn., Augustus 
Whitman, Fifchburg, Mass., B. A. Avery, 
Syracuse, N. Y. Scores of others might be 
named, but it is not necessary. The testimo- 
ny of these is enough to establish a fact in 
the mind of any one open to conviction. It is 
proposed to review some of this testimony 
bearing upon the subject, that a knowledge 
may be gained of the results attained by the 
practice, and the advantages secured thereby.

A Maine Pomological Society. 


I have read with much interest in the col- 
umns of your valuable ee the articles of 
your correspondents on fruit raising in this 
State, and heartily coincide with the views ex- 
pressed by your correspondent **Z. A. G.’’ in 
his recommendation to our fruit-growers to 
raise the best varieties of apples, which have 
originated in our own State in preference to 
sending out of the State for choice varieties. 
We know there are several varieties of the ap- 
ple and pear, which originated in our State 
which have been widely disseminated, and have 
gained a popular name in other fruit-growing 
States,—and undoubtedly there are many oth- 
er varieties which only have a local reputation, 
which would become equally popular if their 
good qualities were more widely disseminated 
by their cultivation in different sections of the 


z 


tate. 

As “*Z. A. G.’’ suggests,a Pomological So- 
ciety could do much taward disseminating a 
knowledge of our best varieties of native a 
ples, and thereby add much to the profit of 
fruit culture in Maine. All who have set out 
various kinds of imported trees, are satisfied 
that full one-half of them are not adapted to 
our climate or soil, and although by great care 
such trees may survive and grow tor a few 
years, they produce but little frait, and that 
inferior in quality to our native production. 
lf such a Society should be formed, with its of- 
ficers or a committee residing in @ central part 
of the State, (your city would probably be the 
most conyenient,) for testing fruit, and those 
orchardists who have originated a good variety 
of fruit. or have such fruit originated in their 
neighboraood, would forward a specimen to 
the committee, with a description of the tree, 
its productive qualities &c., and such a com- 
mittee should re port from time to time, through 
the columns of your paper, they would de- 
serve and receive the thanks of the fruit-grow- 
ers of Maine. 

The Halley Apple. 

As such a society has not yet been organized 
or committee chosen, I will appoint the editor 
of the Farmer committee pro tem and forward 
you with this, a small box of apples called the 
Hailey apple, which originated in the orchard 
of the late Mr. Peletiah Hailey ot Topsham. 
The tree is very thrifty and hardy, and an 
abundant vielder of fruit annually. The scions 
will yield fruit one year after insertion in the 
limbs of fruit bearing trees and flourish well 
in old or young trees. I gathered more than 
half a bushel of this fruit a few days since, 
from a dozen cions inserted one year ago last 
spring. I have raised this variety for fifteen 
years, and speak of the qualities of the tree 
from experience. There is an apple in our 
market brought from Masachusetts resembling 
the Hailey apple in form and size, but the fla- 
vor is more tart, and the stem different. I 
have every variety of choice apples which I 
could convenientiy procure, for the past twen- 
ty years, and find the Hailey yields the most 
abundantly of any variety in my orchard. It 
is a fall apple, and its flavor is the best about 
the first of October. The quality of the fruit 
you can judge after testing it. Should you or 
your friends wish to propogate the variety of 
the apple, I can furnrsh you with a husdred 
cions without expense. There are also several 
varieties of winter apples, which originated in 
this vicinity that are worthy of propagation.

Oxford County Items, 

The weather for the past few weeks has been 
very changeable. There was quite a frost the 
first of the month, all over this part of the 
county, but it did very little damage. 

‘The hay crop is good this year and our barns 
will be empty of cattle instead of hay, as was 
the case last year, for we have not stock enough 
to consume our hay. All low meadows are 
flowed, and hundreds of tons will remain un- 
cut, for which the God of beasts will receive 
the’ united brute prayer.

Your committee having attended to the duties 
devolving upon them, in the award of Premiums to 
Stallions, from yearlings to eight-years-old and 
over, beg leave to report that they have carefully 
examined what we believe to be the finest display 
of herses ever offered for premium at any exhibi- 
tion of the Maine State Agricultural Society. And 
here, at the very threshold of our report, would we 
say, that the difficult and somewh:t intricate du- 
ties assigned us were greatly augmented by the 
fact that,in an entry of nearly one hundred stallions 
and colts, examined by us, but twelve premiums 
- placed at our disposal to award among them 
1 


The reputation of our State, which has always 
been second to no other for the production of good 
horses, has suffered none by the exhibition of 1872; 
but on the contrary, has been the subject of the 
most favorable criticism, not only from our own 
citizens, but from gentlemen of great ability from 
all parts of New England and the British Prov- 


inces. 

The great value of the equine department of our 
fairs, has been gradually on the increase for years, 
and while wedo not believe that it should over- 
shadow any other meritorious portion of the ex- 
hibition, we would ask for it, certainly, as mueh 
consideration as is bestowed upon any other class 
of animals, as it mus have become patent to the 
most casual observer, that without it, no fair can 
be brought to a successful temmination. 

The award of your committee has been made up 
with no view to tue intentional aeglect of a single 
animal offered for our inspection, and it was a sub- 
ject of mutual congratulation among ourselves at 
the close of our labors, that our views should have 
been so harmonious as they were; and in the be 
lief, that as farforth as was in our power, we have 
done justice unto all, we submit our report. 

We find a large portion of the entries to be cred- 
ited to General Knox, a sire, who has long since 
acquired a national reputation,’ whish must be 
largely enhanced by the high character of the 
stock descended from him, exhibited at the present 
Fair. And it will be found, that in each of the 
six © in which we were allowed to make 
an award, the old horse is represented. We 
deem it a matter of deep that he should 
ever have been allowed to leave our State, for no 
horse has ever done more, and wé doubt if anoth- 
er will be found to do as much to add to the repu- 
tation and revenue of our State. 

Among the horses raised in Maine, that have 
beaten 2:30 the present season, are Lady Maud, by 
Gen. Knox, she having trotted the fastest four- 
year-old race on record, at the recent Buffalo 
meeting in which all the heats were trotted inside 
of 2:30. @amors, also by Gen. Knox, who trotted 
three heats at the Mystic Park, Boston, in 2:233, 
2:244 aud 2:25. Another was sired by Brown Har- 
ry of Dexter, One of his colts, “St. Elmo’’ having 
beaten 2:30 the present season.

Among the younger colts presented before us, 
the three-year-olds, two-year-olds and yearlings, 
were particularly fine, and while it may prove in 
the future, that some fast and promising colt has 
been underated in this award, it should be remem- 
bered that where all are so g6od, we can only 
judge by external appearance, color, size, disposi- 
tion and breeding, of their prospective value; and 
in this way some colt may have been overlooked 
who possesses the trotting iustict, and that mate 
power to move the multitude to applause, that 
shall greet him at some future meeting of the 
Maine State Fair and make h m famous in the an- 
imals of the turf.

In this class your committee find a most useful 
and valuabie improvement in the construction of 
bus‘ness wagons, for expreas, baggage and other 
trucking purposes, the invention of Mr. Gardiner 
Phillips of Augusta, 

By a peculiar arrangement of the springs, axles, 
and attachment of the forward wheels, the body 
of the wagon is suspended about eighteen inches 
from the ground, rendering the work of loading 
and unloading, a comparatively easy matter—an 
advantage that is of special value in the case of 
heavy parcels and packages. 

_In turning, it is so arranged that it describes a 
circle of fifteen feet, much smaller than that of 
common express and job wagons. The wagon 
exhibits thorough workmanship in every part and 
reflects high credit upon the manufacturer’s skill, 
in whose shops the entire work has been perform-

A Swamp Reclaimed. 


Some three of us neighbors having about 
thirty acres of swamp, so bad that a man could 
scarcely get across it, and as for taking @ team 
on it that was utterly impossible, or rather the 
taking of them off again; a man could, by 
jamping on many parts of it, shake an acre at 
once, so that it was considered by many as 
utterly worthless. Well, we went at it with 
shovels, and let off most of the water that stood 
on the surface ; this enabled us to till the dry- 
est parts of it, and they produced exceedingly 
well. One patch of potatoes paid us at the 
rate of theee hundred dollars per acre, while in 
other places we had the finest kind of melons, 
beets, parsnips, carrots, cabbages, onions, cit- 
rons, squashes and rhubarb.

Training Steers, 


Steers I handle and yoke up the first winter 
before they area year ojd, and during the follow- 
ing summer, to accustom them to the yoke, and 
to walk side by side eyenly together.

Good and Bad Politics. 

Politics, in its higher and nobler sense, is a 
subject in which we all have a direct personal 
interest, and consequently is one which claims 
a share of our attention. By politics in this 
sense, we mean that department of ethics 
which has to do with the safety, peace and 
prosperity of the nation; or in other words, we 
mean the science of human government. Ina 
country like ours, where all government is 
subjec to the will of the people, it is impor- 
tant that every young man should study to 
make himself acquainted with its fundamental 
principles. Without this knowledge no man 
can expect to voie intelligently, and is liable, 
at any time, to become the dupe of scheming 
and dishonest men. 


In entering upon this study, a young man 
should be governed by the same motives which 
prompt him to acquire a knowledge of gram- 
mar, philosophy, chemistry or any other of the 
numerous branches ot useful knowledge. His 
object should be to make himself thoroughly 
acquainted with the resources cf the country, 
the proper means of maintaining its safety; 
to understand its rights against foreign con- 
trol or conquest, the protection of its citizens, 
and the preservation and improvement of their 
morals. A person who obtains this knowledge 
becomes an intelligent elector, and will never 
prostitute the sacred right of suffrage to mere 
partisan purposes. When such an one is ele- 
vated to office, the chances are that he will 
perform its duties crelitably, because under- 
standingly, and through him the republic will 
receive no detriment. It was this kind of pol- 
ities which our forefathers studied and prac- 
ticed, and which gave prominence to their 
deeds and immortality to their lives. Such 
politics is closely allied to patriotism, and is 
always associated with it. 

There is a politics without patriotism, but 
this is politics in its bad sense. It may beara 
certain resemblance to the genuine, but it is 
only that which the base imitations bear to the 
pure gold. It needs only to be tested to dis- 
close its spurious character. How many mere 
politicians sprang to arms in the hour of our 
nation’s recent peril? Only a precious few; 
and how few of our country’s late defenders 
are now engaged in the mere business of pol- 
itics ? 

We earnestly advise every young man to es- 
chew that bad politics, which has only to do 
with the management of mere party. It is 
synonymous with trickery and deceit. Asa 
profession it is the most dishonorable, and as a 
means of livelihood, “the most precarious. 
Compared with it, the wood sawyer’s trade 
becomes elevating, and farm labor glorious. 
There is something intensely bewitching in the 
excitement and whirlpool of a political cam- 
paign, and this is what attracts many of our 
young men into it. 

But the moment a young man enters the 
arena of politics and resolves to make that his 
life pursuit, that moment he must lay aside all 
the higher elements of his manhood, become 
unscrupulous and time serving, else he will 
soon find himself far outstripped in the race. 
We believe that we still have many noble and 
patriotic statesmen, but they are not found in 
the class of persons we have just considered. 
It does not require statesmanship to be a mere 
politician. A statesman may be a politician, 
but the country is full of politicians who have 
never been suspected of being statesmen. 

The extension of the commercial spirit into 
politics has done much to vitiate it. In the 
early days of the republic there qas a laudable 
ambition to excel in true statesmanship. Now 
an office is valued only for the opportunities it 
affords of making a fortune, and the means for 
obtaining it have grown correspondingly un- 
scrupulous and corrupt. A seat in Congress 
at the present time, if used according to its 
opportunities, will make aman rich. Hence 
the herculean efforts of some men to secure a 
seat in Congress, and once secured to retain it 

as long as possible. Monopolies have always 
existed, and their influence was always cor- 
rupting; but monopolies were never so numer- 
ous nor so powerful as now. For several years 
the tendency has been to consolidate and form 
gigantic corporations—and these corporations 
exert such an influence in shaping the course 
of legislation, that there is danger of their be- 
coming more powerful than the government 
itself. 

Men were always tenacious of office, but 
they are growing more venal, and this venality 
extends even to the polls and establishes the 
commercial value of votes. If this thing is al- 
lowed to go on, we may soon expect to see a 
public political exchange with daily quotations 
of the price of votes in our annual elections, 
and the cost of procuring the passage of meas- 
ures through our State and national legisla- 
tures. 

The lobby system which is now practiced 
upon State legislatures and the national Con- 
gress, might with but little change, be con- 
verted into a public brokerage system, and the 
whole business of legislation be conducted from 
a commercial standpoint. This spirit seems to 
be widely diffused throughout the country, 
while questions of mere public honor and in- 
tegrity are of secondary importance to the 
money profits of an election to office, or the 
passage of a measure through the legislature. 

The business aspect of any great pvblic 
measure has little or nothing to do with its 
moral or civilizing tendencies. The Erie rail- 
way is one thing to the travelling public, but 
quite another thing in the stock market. In 
our late civil war, it was one thing to raise 
recruits to subdue the rebellion, but quite an- 
other thing to get government contracts and 
deal in paper substitutes; the former is the pa- 
triotic aspect, the latter the commercial one. 

Government hardly passesa sirgle measure 
which does not arouse the commercial spirit 
and awaken the ingenuity of business men to 
use it as a means of personal aggrandisement 
or of personal gains. 

The remedy for this state of things is to re- 

turn to first principles; to cultivate true patri- 
otism among the people. We must get back

ton Plank Road &c., &c. 
After paying a just and worthy tribute to 
the fallen comrades, Capt. Myrick referred to 
the consolidation of the lst D. C. Cavalry on 
; the 26th of September, 1865, with the Ist 
Maine. At the conclusion of his speech the 
meeting adjourned to Meonian Hall to partake 
of a collation prepared by the ladies of Augus- 
ta, which was gotten up in a style that would 
reflect credit on the most experienced caterers,the 
tables being laden with all the luxuries of the 
season, and elaborately decorated with flowers 
and bouquets, and the occasion enlivened by ex- 
cellent music from the Augusta Band. 
After a short prayer by Rev. Mr. Penny am 
ple justice was done to the viands, which being 
disposed of, letters were read from several offi- 
cers and members of the regiment expressing 
regret for their non-attendance, followed by 
toasts and responses, and interesting camp and 
field sketches. The affair was an unparralleled 
success Jong to be remembered by all. 
The following letter from Gen. Chamberlain 
was read at the table and elicited great ap- 
plause: 

Brunswick, Sept., 26, 1872. 
My dear Captain:—I had hoped to be with 
you to-night but the surgeons have me again. 
1 knew the fiast Maine well, all your splen- 
did work from Aldie to Appomattox. More 
than once have I heard Sheridan’ say, ‘‘No bet- 
ter cavalry ever drew sabre!’’ 
You may well reyiew your record, and it will 
do others good to look at it. Happy the soldier 
who can share your glory, and the citizen who 
can justly be proud of it! My heart would beat 
high to greet you to-night; I believe I could 
think of something to say, as it is, take this:

IMPROVEMEMENTS ON THE Maing CeNnTRAL.— 
The improvements made on their road by the 
Maine Central Company this season have been 


been gravelled, twenty-five miles of new iron 
laid, and five miles more to be laid before snow 
comes, one hundred and thirty thousaud new 
sleepers have been put down, and one hundred 
tons spikes used to fasten down the rails. 
Eighty miles of new fence have been built, and 
the company now own about seven hundred 
miles of fence. New depots have been built 
at East Newport, Wilton and Freeport, and 
the foundations are laid for the Union depot 
at Waterville, which is to be of brick 131 by 
31 feet, two stories high, with pavilion roofs 
over the platforms. A new depot is also to be 
built at Fairfield. Water stations, each with 
a tank of 15,000 gallons capacity, have been 
or are to be built at Burnham, North Bel- 
grade, Lewiston, Brunswick and Dresden, 
most of them with steam pumps to fill the 
tanks. A new engine house has been erected 
at Lewiston, and new turn tables are to be 
placed at that station, at Brunswick and at 
Bangor. The bridges have all received partic- 
ular attention. That at Skowhegan, 380 feet 
long, has been rebuilt, the long bridge at Wa- 
terville is receiving extensive repairs, that at 
Kendall's Mills has been strengthened by the 
addition of arches in all the spans, and the 
tops of the bridges are being covered with tin, 
to preserve the structures against fire and from 
rainandsnow. A large number of new bridges 
have been built, including two at Topsham 
(one of iron across the Androscoggin, 875 feet 
long, and costing $70,000, and another short 
span,) two new Howe truss bridges in Bow- 
dvinham, two near Harward’s road, one over 
Freeman’s creek in Richmond, and one at Clin- 
ton. A bridge 300 feet in length has been 
laid at New Meadows, one is framing to re- 
place that over Water street in Hallowell, and 
another will soon be placed over Royal’s river 
in Yarmouth. The stone is ready for a new 
arch at “Shaw's bridge,’’ and numerous other 
bridges are to be repaired.

If a dozen men 
were in our city and infested with cholera, or 
some other direful disease, and mingling dai- 
ly with our citizens and friends, spreading pes- 
tilence and death among them, while we, per- 
chance, were safe, what would be our duty and 
common inclination? Would we have so poor 
an idea of the mental faculties of those men, 
as to suppose for the moment that they did ft 
realize the harm they were doing? Would we 
try and instruct the people to keep clear of 
them if they would preserve their health, and 
think we were doing our whole duty in heal- 
ing those affected, while others were daily 
coming in? Or, would we strike at the root of 
the evil and remove the causes to some safe and 
secure place, where they could do no harm. 
Some of our professed temperance men do 
not favor legal suasion, but think moral sua- 
sion is sufficient for the man who sells or the 
man who drinks, and some even say the man 
who drinks, is exactly as bad as the one who 
sells. They say, let the officers of the law do 
their duty in shutting up rum-holes—ours is 
the moral part; we’ve nothing to do with law. 
Let us look back to early spring time, when 
the good cause of reformation was doing such 
glorious work in our own, as well as other cit- 
ies. Hundreds of our citizens signed the 
pledge, and when they had done so, many peo- 
ple took it for granted that the rum-shops 
would be closed up, in consequence of their 
customers having left off drinking. Some liq- 
uor dealers also signed the pledge; others did 
very little at the business during the excite- 
ment, and the public sentiment was then at so 
high a point, that even a mean, contemptible 
cider vender might think himself fortunate, 
that he was not kicked out of town. Then 
the tide began its ebb—slowly but surely. 
The temperance meetings began to lack for in- 
terest, and gradually subsid2, while, on the 
other hand, the rum seller took courage and 
renewed his traffic with steadily increasing vig- 
or, until up to the present time; and now, ram 
may be found flowing as freely as before this 
very stringent liquor law was enacted. 
In conclusion we would say, moral suasion 
legal suasion and the hearty support of every 
well-wisher, of society, is necessary to quell 
this great evil; and, though we never expect it 
to be entirely driven from the land, yet we do 
know that with the laws we now have, and an 
honest enforcement of the same, we can drive 
this demon of rum so far into its hole, that at 
least its vile form, whenever brought in sight 
of public gaze, will have assumed its own true 
shape, and to make its strong points all com- 
plete, have added the prevalent and tell-tale 
odor of its birthplace—brimstone!

Nor can we sce what 
advantage Spanish cigars have over other ci- 
gars, or cigars of any kind over tobacco, that 
is not worked up into cigars,or the ashes of to- 
bacco over any other ashes, since carbonate of 
potash is the salt contained in all ashes. It 
may be that the ashes of tobacco is richer in 
the salts of potash than other ashes—but why 
not take the salts themselves after they have 
been extracted from the ashes as they are 
found in the shops? However, the remedy as 
recommended by eur correspondent, is easily 
tried, and if any one suffering from dropsy 
only has faith, he possibly may receive a cure 
from the use of cigar ashes and gin—Spanish 
cigar ashes we mean. ‘The faith is absolutely 
essential.

An order of maneuvre hav- 
ing been given yesterday, the whole army pro- 
ceeded to perform it by parading at the signal 
of a discharged cannon and marching to the 
heights in town, where they formed 2 lines 
agreable to the established order of battle, 
fronting eastward. At another signal, they 
wheeled by platoon and formed the line in like 
manner, fronting southward. At the like sig- 
nal, they retired to their respective encamp- 
ments and were dismissed. About 12 0’clock 
at night the whole army rec’d urgent orders 
to put themselves in immediate readiness to 
march, and to our infinite amazement, were 
informed that General Arnold who commanded 
at West Point, lost to every sentiment of hon- 
or, of private and public obligation, was about 
to deliver up that important post into the 
hands of the enemy—but being disappointed 
in his hellish plot by the providential discoy- 
ery, made his escape this day, into New York, 
by water. ‘The Pennsylvania line marched to 
New York in the night. 

Thursday 28. Mis Excellency arrived in camp. 
Major Andre, Adjutant General to the British 
army, who was taken near White Plains, was 
brought under stron, guard to camp and treat- 
ed in all respects as a spy. 

Friday 20. Wrote Mr. Tim Whiting by 
Dr. Wingate, who is about to leave the ser- 
vice. Major Andre had his trial and received 
sentence of death, by a board of general of- 
ficers.

Sunday 1. Sat in brigade court martial and

Mounted the guard, consisting 
of a capt., sub.,3 scargts., 3 corporals, a 
drummer and fifer and 50 men. Dr. Wingate 
left camp. 

Major Andre was executed on a gallows in 
camp at 12 o’clock. He submitted to his fate 
with astonishing calmness and heroic fortitude. 
Saturday7. The army matched at9 o’clock. 
Gen. La Fayette’s Division of Light Infantry, 
the Connecticut Division, Park of Artillery, 
Gen. Howe’s and Steuben’s & Poor’s—New 
Jersey and New York brigades—by the left 
towards King’s Ferry. Began to rain about 
12 o’clock. (Here Genl. La Fayette showed 
his attachment to the trodps of his command 
by voluntarily exposing himself to the rain in 
common with them, during the march & till 
the tents were received.) The baggage being 
in front and the horses very slow, impeded our 
march so tediously that we did not arrive on 
our ground till 9 in the evening, all wet to the 
skin. 

Sunday 8. Fair weather, through Divine 
favor. One of the Pennsylvania divisions ar- 
rived from King’s Ferry and encamped on the 
right. 

Monday 9. The army marched by the right 
in the same order as on the 7th to Potowa about 
6 miles and encamped near the Great Falls, 
called the Psaish falls. (This isa curiosity of 
observation, the water falls about 70 perpen- 
dicular feet. . 

Wednesday 11. The Pennsylvania troops 
arrived and encamped in line. Was appointed 
officer of the day for the Division vice Capt. 
Moore indisposed. ~Went the rounds at night. 
Thursday 12. Made report of the guards 
to General Howe. (Went to see a deformed 
man who never stood on his feet. His head 
is of an enormous size, too big to be support- 
ed by his neck. He has the use of his reason 
and speaks tolerably well. In the seme house 
is a woman of the age of 60 who cannot stand 
on her feet, has not the use of speech or r:a- 
son. These objects of pity led me into a train 
of serious reflection on the deep wisdom of the 
creator in mysteriously distributing the com- 
mon blessings of nature to some of his crea- 
tures while they are withheld from others.)

Right Honorable Mr. Forster, in an address 
to his constituents at Bradford said that the 
object of the Geneva Tribunal was not merely 

ce, but to preserve friendship between Eng- 
ndand America. Such friendship did not 
exist before the settlement of the Alabama 
claims. The state of feeling Was such that it 
might at any moment have caused war. For- 
bearance on both sides was necessary to bring 
the dispute to a settlement through a slow 
process of negotiations. By forbearance alone 
England got rid of the indirect claims. In 
conclusion, he said: The decision at Geneva not 
only gives America £3,000,000, but gives her 
peace, and gives countries new International 
rules of the highest value, besides establish- 
ing a precedent that cannot fail to be beneficial 
to all nations. 

The Odserver says; “It is reported that Sir 
Roundell Palmer in accepted the Lord Chan- 
cellorship in place of Lord Hatherly, who re- 
signs.’’ 

Efforts are being made in London to compel 
the Laird Brothers, constructors of the Alaba- 
ma, to pay a portion of the Geneva award. 

Chancellor Lowe has rebuked Alexander 
Cockburn, in a public speech, for not signing 
the award for damages in the Alabama claims. 


France. Gambetta arrived at Grenoble Sat- 
urday. Although no preparations had been 


made to receive him, the citizens gathered in 
great numbers to the railroad station, and 
greeted hisappearance with enthusiastic cheers. 

The Patrie publishes a report of a recent 
conyersation with President Thiers, in which 
he declares that every one in Europe desires 
peace. Germany has weakened herself by an- 
nexing non-German territory. Russia is friend- 
ly and Austria sympathizes with France. Ita- 
ly remembers the past. France will have her 
revenge not by arms, but by work. She has 
nothing to fear. 

President Thiers has now under considera- 
tion the recommendations of the Councils Gen- 
eral in regard to the proposed constitutional 
reforms. Le is also giving his attention to 
elaborate reports, which he has received trom 
the Freach representatives abroad as to the 
working of constitutional government in vari- 
ous foreign countries. On these materials he 
will base his proposals to the Assembly for the 
appointment of a Vice President of the Re- 
public, the creation of the Upper Chamber and 
a new electoral law. 

Gen. Manteuflel, commander of the German 
troops now in France, and the French authori- 
ties have agreed that the evacuation of the De- 
partments of Marne and Haute Marne com- 
mences the 15th of October. 

Spain. In the Cortes the Minister of Fi- 
nance presented the budget for 1873. He es- 
timates the revenue from all sources at 558,- 
885,770 franes, and the expenditures at 545,- 
304,711 frances. 

The Carlists are moving again, this time in 
the province of Germa, Spain, and have been 
unsuccessfully besieging the town of Pingceida, 
a strong fortress. 


Germany. The government has issued an 
order stopping the emoluments of the Bishop 
of Ermeland. 

The mourning of the Prussian court has 
been prolonged until the 20th of October, on 
account of the death of the Princess Hohenlo- 
he, half sister of Queen Victoria. 

The population of Metz has decreased two- 
thirds since the German army occupied it. 
The emigration has all flown into France. 
Ausraia. Archduke Albrecht, Field Mar- 
shaland Inspector General of the Austrian 
Army, continues to improve, and his complete 
recovery is looked for at an early day. 

The Austrian Red Book has just appeared. 
It contains 69 documents. The most note- 
worthy ure Androssy’s diplomatic circular on 
assuming the present office, and the replies of 
the Austrian representatives showing the con- 
fidence which his appointment inspired abroad. 
There are interesting dispatches also, on the 
rights of private property at sea in time of 
war, and on the labor question in England. 
Denmark. The election for members of the 
Danisa Diet have resulted in the return of a 
majority against the present minority. 
SwitZzeRLaAND. ‘The removal of the Catholic 
priest Mermillod by the Swiss. Government 
causes some excitement. His Bishop resists 
the rightof the circular power. to remove a cler- 
gyman, and maintains his allegiance to the 
Pope as superior to all human laws. 


Mexico. The authorities have released 
Thiele, who was confined in Chiabas. Thiele 
is not an American but a naturalized Mexican, 
and was engaged in the Porfirio Diaz revolu- 
tion Mr. Nelson, U.S. Minister, is investiga- 
ting the case of Mr. Thiele, and demanded the 
proof of his American citizenship, but none 
was furnished. ‘The report that Mr. Nelson 
had neglected the cases of several Americans 
who were in trouble are pronounced untrue. 
The Republic is tranquil. Negotiations for 
the sabmission of General Diaz continue and 
are likely to succeed. 








Postat Recunarions. The Post-Office De- 
partment has decided in regard to transmission 
of merchandise by mail: 


‘That it being the intention of the law to 
place all dealers in merchandise upon an equal 
footing relative to the transmission of parcels 
in the mails, therefore dealers in engravings 
cannot mail their packages under the rales 
governing printed matter, but must conform 
to those prescribed for dealers in other arti- 
cles of merchandise. 
Packages of merchandise are subject to post- 
age at the rate of two cents for each two 
ounces or fraction thereof, limited to twelve 
ounces in weight to one address. They must 
be wrapped so as to permit examination, and 
be unaccompanied by any manuscript other 
than an address. 
‘Mhe shape of such packayes is not impor- 
tant, and there is no objection to the use of 
wood or pasteboard rollers for engravings or 
chromos.’’ 
The department also decides under the new 
code section 152, that the unpaid postage on 
which prepayment is required, should be 
doubled and collected on delivery.

A New Reicious Secr. A new religious 
sect, known as the ‘‘Amanians,’’ and number- 
ing about 1,500 has sprung np in Iowa. This 
new community is composed entirely of Ger- 
mans. ‘hey have purchased about 30,000 
acres of land on the line of the Rock Island 
Railroad, and have built several mills and 
manufactories. All property is held in com- 
mon, and the affairs of the society managed by 
filteen ‘‘fathers.’’ Each person is allowed to 
draw a certain amouut from the co-operative 
stores yearly, and no member is given any 
wages or any money for personal expenses. 
Every day religious services are held. We do 
not learn what the theological belief of the 
sect is; but inasmuch as they are noted for 
honesty and fair dealing, we judge that it can- 
not be far out of the way. Marriage is not 
forbidden, but it is not encouraged; and the 
community is not likely therefore, to perpetu- 
ate itself.

Just 1v Tae. The Boston Herald gives 
some interesting particulals in a case where an 
Euglishman, named Boyle, who turned out to 
be a burglar, came near marrying a pretty Bos- 
ton girl, named Kennedy, The story is as 
follows : 
Boyle is about 24 yeaes of age; a trim, spruce, 
dressy little Englishman of the very rankest 
kind, only a few months from the haberdasher 
shops of Liverpool, and just one of these 
‘‘pretty”” little fellows who seldom fail to 
‘‘take’’ with the girls.

While the search was 
going on, up came a minister who had been en- 
gaged by Eoyle to quietly do a little job for 
himself and Miss Lucy Kennedy, ‘‘the darna- 
tign pretty little girl.”’

War or THE Races. There was a terrible 
fight between white and colored laborers at 
Hunterdon, New Jersey, on Wednesday of last 
week. 
One hundred and fifty blacks, mostly from 
Virginia, and over three hundred whites, work 
on the tunnel on the new railroad from Perth 
Amboy to the coal mines, anda party of the 
whites who had been drinking assailed a par- 
ty of the negroes who had been out serenad- 
ing and were repulsed. They procured rein- 
forcements and renewed the attack only to be 
repulsed a second time. About midnight the 
whites rallied in considerable numbers and at- 
tacked the negroes, burning their buildings. 
Both sides were armed with pickaxes and oth- 
er implements. Sylvanus Cole, a white labor- 
er, was killed during the fight. The overseer 
quelled the riot but most of the negroes fled 
© terror. 

On the discovery of the dead bodies of their 
o mrade the next day the whites were filled 
with madness and raised a cry of revenge. 
They organized at 4 o’clock in the morning 
armed with pistols, guns «&c., swearing to kill 
every negro and started in pursuit of the fug- 
itives. Coming up suddenly tiey fired a vol- 
ley killing Dennis Powell, a negro, and after- 
ward horribly mutilating his body with clubs. 
The negroes started in all directions, taking 
refuge in the house and outbuildings of a Mrs. 
Carter. Benjamin Dissham was found secret- 
ed under the stoop. He was dragged forth and 
his brains beaten out.

A remarkable incident of generous self-sac- 
rificing has just been narrated to us by an old 
resident in the southern part of this county, 
and we publish it here, giving the facts as near- 
ly as they can be reproduced from memoranda 
taken at the time. The narrator, having re- 
ceived the money of the unfortunate gentleman 
in trust for the children of his wife, was one of 
the few who was even aware of the circum- 
stances as they really were, and the recent 
death ef the lady in question has removed the 
seal which has hitherto prevénted the publica- 
tion of the story. 

Nearly eighteen yearsago,a young man named 
P——purchased a’ small farm in the location 
alluded to, and married the daughter of a neigh- 
boring farmer.

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Sicilian Crime. 


A letter in the London Times gives a terri- 
ble account of the insecurity of life in Sicily: 

On the 6th of August 
Palermo related the following incident. The 
incident ocearred toward the end of the pre- 
vious month, but was first reported on that 
day: in the neighborhood of tavataro, im 
the province of Palermo, twelve men combined 
to ‘sequestrate’’—in the phrase of the coun- 
try—an unfortunate priest. To ‘‘sequestrate” 
here is generally understocd in the sense of 
kidnapping for the sake of extorting ransom. 
It is the process known to the English public 
in the instance of Mr. Moens. The priest was 
sequestrated accordingly, and 1,209 francs ob- 
tained from his family. But whether because 
the sum was insufficient, or because the rob- 
bers had some particular grudge at the priest 
in question, or, which is the most probable 
supposition, because he recognized and could 
have denounced them, they then proceeded to 
murder the man and burn his body. The cal- 
cined bones and some of his clothes were fouad 
in a cave. The same day’s papers related 
another incident also, which is more recent. 
Five more sequestrated a boy, whom they 
forced to accompany them to the house of his 
aunt, and to request admittance. She recog- 
nized her nephew’s voice and opened the door. 
Tke men entered, murdered her, robbed and 
set fire to the house, and, as they thought, 
murdered the boy too. But he was not dead, 
though mortally wounded. He contrived to 
exaut to a neighbor’s where he wrote down, 
(he could not speak, for his throat was cut) 
the names of the murderers. He died two 
hours after. The next story has a fine Irish 
flavor about it. Some years ago, a proprietor 
let, on the system of perpetual lease, common 
in this country, an estate of some exteat, but, 
from its yncultivated condition, of little value, 
It was taken in small lots by a comsiderable 
number of sants. The estate, however, 
had been settled on the owner’s wife, but this 
had been overlooked, and her signature not 
having been affixed, the leases were of course 
invalid. At their father’s deatli, his two sons, 
tempted by the great increase in the value of 
the property through the labor bestowed on it, 
determined to avail themselves of the flaw. 
The tenants offered to pay double the reat 
agreed on, and a large sum down, but the 
brothers refused this offer, went before tie 
court, and of course gained their cause. The 
other day they went down with a legal official 
to take possession, protected by a strong es- 
cort, for they had received threatening letters. 
Nineteen of the tenants met them, and the le- 
gal formalities were completed. Then a dis- 
charge of fire-arms proceeded from a short dis- 
tance off, and the legal officer and one of the 
brothers fell—the former dead, and the latter 
mortally wounded. The tenants all ran away. 
The locality where this occurred was also in 
the province of Palermo. The next case I 
shall mention appeared in the papers of the 
19th. A peasant was loading his cart with to- 
matoes in his own garden at Favara, a small 
hamlet—if it deserves that name—some three 
or four miles from the city. Some armed men 
entered the ground and demanded his money. 
He cried out, and his wife fired a gun from the 
house to call aid. The men ran away but left 
the peasant dead. He had received several 
stabs. ‘he last case I shall mention occurred 
a day or two later. A man was sitting im the 
baleony of his house, when he was fired at. 
He was wounded in the leg, but fortunately not 
killed. Now this is a country where, toall prac- 
tical purposes, the penalty of death is abol- 
ished. Iam told that there have been only 
two executions in the last ten years,two persons 
suffering at each. I believe the last was seven 
years ago, and the crop of murder (it is true 
it is August, and assassination is always expect- 
ed to be most plentiful in that month) is what 
I have indicated. Of course, this is the prac- 
tical abolition of the penalty.”’ 
The writer adds that so great is the terror in 
which men go that the journals never publish 
the names ot person - accused of crime.

con, fried in some kind of grease. We passed 
up a narrow, winding staircase to the second 
story, a room perhaps forty by twenty feet, 
which was divided off into twenty-six separate 
bed rooms, each containing, as required by act 
of Parliament, 300 cubic feet, or a little more 
than six and a half feet in lemgth, breadth and 
height; (a little smaller than a Cape May dor- 
mitory.) This room was occupied by couples, 
and some by married people and their families, 
The bedstead, a plain board platform, was 
covered by @ straw mattress, a shoddy blanket, 
and a sheet stamped all over with the name of 
the ‘‘hotel,’? But this precaution does not 
protect the proprietor, who informed me that 
‘sometimes they carry hoff sheets and stamps 
andhall:’? A night’s lodging cost six cents, or 
twelve for a family, and this entitles the guest 
to the use of the lavatory in the yard, where 
he will find a tin bowl, a piece of soap, a plen- 
tiful supply of good water, anda rather rough 
and well used towel. Breakfast is served a la 
carte and varies from three cents, to a luxuri- 
ous meal, with bacon for six. We visited a 
dozen or more of these places, some wretched 
hovels struggling to keep within the require- 
ments of the statute, while others were to 
them as the Continental is toa Front street tav- 
ern. Ina single house (the Louise Lorn Inn) 
I found 78 beds, arranged round a labyrinth of 
corridors two feet three inches in width, with 
the most careful economy of space. Waut 
would become of the inmates in case of fire, 
struggling to extricate themselves through these 
crowded and narrow paw is fearful 
to contemplate; but Inspector Gillis told me 
that in his experience of nearly twenty-six 
years, service, he had never known of even an 
alarm of fire in one of these houses. In fact, 
so carefully are they guided by the proprietors 
that the rate of insurance is much less than 
upon property in the best quarters of the me- 
tropolis. [tis impos-ible to describe, as a class, 
the people who avail themselves of this mode 
of living; there was so much individuality 
about them, that a volume could be written 
upon each room we visited. All nations were 
there, of every shade and complexion, ‘the 
cradle and the grave,’’ of every variety of lan- 
guage, of almost every grade of education 
and ignorance. If they had anything in com- 
mo: atall, [ would say it was love of drink. I 
looked in vain for a single instance where some 
other cause had produced this sad result. The 
stamp of the tap-room was upon them all, and, 
when they solicited alms from us, which they 
did constantly, it was confessedly for the 
‘*price of a pot ’o beer.”
